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THE GUARANTY OF PEACE 


Professor Alvin S. Johnson, o:' l "ontcll university, takes a view 


of the outcome <>f th<- war lit;1.! differs i'nmi that of many of his pro- 
fessorial contemporaries. The latter see a j*u:»rai!ty of peace only 
in a decisive victory for on'- side or the other. Professor Johnson 
thinks, r.n tho contrary, that lack of decisive victory is likely to in- 
Mire peace rather than to }..-a<l to a future war. In th- Xew Republic 
he says that, however th>- present v, ar may end, it "will leave no 
liation gloatins ovt-r easy victory." lie continues: 


Nor will the present war print disgrace upon the mind of 


any nation. 
All she chr"iiic!'-s «»f the world can inui.sniii to 


posterity only a tithe of the tales of heroism from any one of 
ihe wnrrins naiions. 
After the \\ar the nations that have far- 


ed worst will, at any rat--, have th«> consolation of tin- record of 
a sallant fitrht : and the nation* neaiv.st approximating th<> state 
of victors will ac-conl sererous recognition In tho brnvery of 
tlieir lues.

In oilu-r -words, the people of the nations at war will emerge 


from the conflict, whether victor or vanquished, witli so profound 
a respect for the bravery and efficiency of their foes that war will 
IIP extremely improbable as Ions as that rc.spcct persists. None of 
the combatants will have an exasperated idea of its own prowess or 
a false notion of the weakness of its enemy. There will be no over- 
estimating one and und'-restimatins^ tiie other. 


This sounds plausible, of course. Vnr.»rtuately, ihounh, each 


combatant will b.»irin immediately to examine and analyze its own 
weaknesses in armaments or organization and its enemyV, strength. 
Then each will besin io correct the fault* and errors disclosed, and 
repair them. And that done, over and over asain. the old feeling 
(.f national superiority, of national invincible-ness, will return. Then 
peace iv ill lose the security of mutual respect and admiration.

Today there are 56,000 postoffices in the United States postal 


system, and the department employs 300,000 persons. In the early 
days wh«-n Franklin still had charge of the system nothing ivas sup- 
posed to be carried but letters, although the carriers occasionally 
took weekly papers and packages as a special lavor. As late as 
1*30 one small leather pouch was large enough to Lold all the mail 
bound south from New York in one da3r. Today the department 
makes use of 4,000,000 mail sacks. 


Vntil 1847 there were no postage stamps in general use in the 


I'nited States. The postal agents collected la cash for each piece/ of 
mail matter. This took time and caused so much trouble that, taken 
together with the un«'ortaiuty of the roads, the pri'-e of postage, was 
v«-ry high and the sending of a Mter was an event 2iot infrequently

It has been so org-inized that 
the prompt collection and delivery of letters is taken as a matter of 
<our.se. The extension of the service into rural districts has done as 
much to bring the farmer into close communication with the business 
world as anything else, and the facilities fur prompt and efficient de- 
livery between large business centers have been developed to a point 
where the miscarriage of a letter is rare. 


The merit system has undoubtedly contributed much to this de- 


velopment, and in late years the introduction of th- parcel post and 
the postal bank has brought the service of the posfoflice to the peo- 
ple in a new way. There is yet considerable room for improvement 
; ml economy, but on the whole the department has kept close to the 
progress of the country.—Indianapolis News.
